TO THE 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


MAY 3, 1976 
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TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the By-Laws of the Town of 
Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all Ar- 
ticles in the Town Warrant which involve the expenditure of money, and 
presents in this report its recommendations on such Articles: During its con- 
sideration of the appropriation requests, the Committee obtained informa- 
tion from and consulted with various departments and officials of the Town. 


The appropriations for Fiscal Year 1977 recommended by the Finance 
Committee amount to a total of $2,494,347 compared with $2,286,846 last 
year, an increase of $207,501. 


The Committee’s recommendations on amounts to be appropriated are 
indicated in the right-hand columns of this report. Our special comments on 
certain articles to be voted upon, as well as on other matters, are as follows: 


Article 2 deals with the salaries of elected officials as submitted by the 
Board of Selectmen. No raises were recommended by them and we concur 
with that decision. 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation article, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, other recurring items such as bond retirement and in- 
terest. While all of these items will be brought before the Town Meeting un- 
der this one Article, any of them may be discussed or acted upon in- 
dividually. 


Please note that the Police Department budget is being included in the 
total appropriation this year even though Revenue Sharing receipts (Art. 
#24) are recommended to offset this budget. This will enable you to compare 
the previous year’s total appropriations. 


Under Article 9, the Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$18,000 for the Reserve Fund, the same as last year. This is the only money 
available during the year, without calling a Special Town Meeting, for ex- 
traordinary or unforeseen expenditures. During F.Y. 1976 the committee 
had to use $11,080.66 of the Reserve Fund with more transfers anticipated 
before the end of this fiscal year. 
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Article 14 deals with the Garbage Contract which is unknown at the 
time of this printing, however, a figure of $33,450 was estimated for figuring 
the tax rate. In all probability, this is a low figure, therefore depending upon 
the actual amount voted upon, the tax rate will be either the same as last 
year or will increase between $1.00 to $2.00 per thousand. 


The funds available, if any, from the State in Articles 17 and 18 are un- 
known at this time. If the money becomes available to the Town, it will be 
transferred to the Highway Dept. in anticipation of reducing the F.Y. 1978 
Highway reconstruction account request. 


Article 24, requests the transfer of $97,000 from Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing to the Police Dept. budget leaving a balance of $1,173 to be raised by 
taxation. 


STABILIZATION FUND 


The Committee is requesting the amount of $24,000 (Article 15) for the 
establishment of a stabilization fund for the Town. This is a ‘bank account’ 
for the Town in anticipation of future capital expenses. The Town is faced 
with providing heating plants for various town buildings as well as a major 
piece of Highway equipment in the very near future. By providing money 
for this fund each year at the Town Meeting, the impact on the tax rate in 
any one year will be lessened as well as reducing bond costs. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are followed, the tax 
rate for F.Y. 1977 could be anywhere between $63.00 and $65.00 per thou- 
sand. This, we feel, represents a stable rate in lieu of today’s economic situa- 
tion of the state and country.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year we have witnessed the continued decline in the Rock- 
well International-Draper Division textile business. The announcement of the 
closing of the Main Office and the plans to consolidate operations to one area of 
the plant was followed by the announcement that Rockwell owned land would 
be sold. Recognizing the need to augment declining employment opportunities, 
and the need to monitor industrial and residential growth, your Board of Select- 
men has meet with Rockwell officials in an effort to achieve the best results for 
the community. We hope these efforts will derive a balance of new industrial and 
residential growth, and increase employment opportunities for our residents. 


Your Board of Selectmen held 27 regular meetings, 2 special meetings and 2 
executive sessions during 1976. In the past year the Board processed and issued 
20 zoning permits, including 7 referred to the Zoning Board of Appeals for the 
requisite hearing. The Board renewed two licenses for package stores and one 
club license, plus 2 one-day beer and wine licenses for a total of $1,810.00. The 
amount of $332.00 was remitted to the Selectmen by the Inspector of Wires, 
Albert J. Shimkus, as income from wire inspections in accordance with the 
schedule of fees. Under the provisions of Chapter 140, Section 157, M.G.L., 

3 hearings were held on dog complaints and appropriate action was taken. 


This year Selectman Richard T. Moore was elected State Representative 
for the Tenth Worcester District. As a Selectman, he knows the problems facing 
local communities. We know he will add a new dimension to the Great and 
General Court, as he assumes this important role. Selectman Moore also com- 
pleted his term as President of the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association. During 
his presidency the Association was well represented as Selectman Moore articulat- 
ed the concerns of his fellow colleagues. His management and fiscal responsibility 
played a major role in strengthening the Selectmen’s Association. As a result of 
his efforts, the Association has expanded its role in an effort to improve state aid 
and strengthen local home rule. 


The following is a list of the major accomplishments and activities of the 
Board of Selectmen during the year 1976: 


Completion of Title X Project involving major interior and exterior 
renovations to seven public buildings. 


Authorized the filing of legislation to exempt new appointees to the 


police and fire departments of the Town from Civil Service rules and 
regulations. 


With funds from the Federal Intergovernmental Personnel Act; the 
Massachusetts League of Cities & Towns and the Selectmen’s Admin- 
istrative Assistant completed a Job Classification Study of Town 
employees. 
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Commenced contract negotiations with the newly established 
Permanent Police Officers Association. 


For the fourth consecutive year, college student interns were 
employed under a work-study fund grant from the Massachusetts 
Internship Office. 


Inventoried and indexed town records, bonds, deeds and contracts. 


Received authorization from the Massachusetts Public Records 
Division to destroy nonessential public records. 


Completed contract negotiation with Permanent Firefighters 
Association. 


Conducted open house of Town Hall to display major renovations 
accomplished through CETA workers. 


The Second Annual Long Range Planning Conference was held to 
continue plans for the future of Hopedale and its government. 


Through the combined efforts of the Selectmen and the Bicentennial 
Commission a 50% matching grant of approximately $2,200 was 
received from the Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission. The 
Little Red Shop was officially opened as a museum on November 
21, 1976. 


Completed salary survey of municipal officials. 


Authorized street light improvements to the following streets: Adin, 
Freedom, Prospect, Hope, Union and Lower Jones Road. In addition, 
Adin Street utility lines have been reconstructed for improved safety 
and appearance. Spot lights were located at the Little Red Shop, 
Bancroft Memorial Library and the Statue of Hope, to improve 
security in these areas. 


Hired heating engineer to design independent heating systems for 
five public buildings presently on Rockwell-International steam 
system. 


Established Auxiliary Police Unit to supplement police and fire 
departments in the event of an extreme emergency. 


Submitted application to the Department of Community Affairs to 
study Dutcher Street for use or reuse as an educational facility or 
municipal professional building. 


Established parking ban on easterly side of the pond on Hopedale 
Street to alleviate traffic congestion and improve safety for 
pedestrians. 
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Established assigned parking areas for Town Hall Employees to 
eliminate traffic congestion in the center of Town. 


Conducted a Selectmen’s Photography Contest. 


Commenced development of an Affirmative Action Policy and 
appointed a temporary Affirmative Action Officer to design 
this policy. 


Conducted an extensive review of Rockwell-International land 
holdings for possible purchase by the Town. 


Initiated discussions with the Massachusetts Aeronautics Com- 
mission regarding the possible acquisition of the Hopedale Airport 
for use as a municipal airport. 


Authorized the filing of Step I & II Grant Applications for the 
Town’s proposed wastewater treatment plant. 


Pre-application for H.U.D. Community Development Block Grant 
funds of approximately $200,000 was prepared for submission in 
eanlyel os. 


Conducted an extensive study to determine the feasibility and 
need of an annual audit by an independent firm. 


Reviewed and discussed a preliminary report submitted by Weston 
& Sampson engineers regarding the feasibility of Hopedale Pond 
as a water source. 


Supported local industry by urging State approval to the burning 
of higher grades of sulfur fuel during acceptable climate periods. 


Circulated an initiative petition to restore lottery numbers game 
revenues to cities and towns. 


Joined with municipal leaders from throughout the Nation to 
successfully lobby for the reenactment of Federal General Revenue 
Sharing which will continue to help stabilize local property taxes. 


This summer, the Board utilized the services of three college students pro- 


vided through the Massachusetts State Internship Office and the students’ re- 
spective colleges. Miss Debra Norling as clerical assistant to the Town’s Title X 
Project. Mr. Robert Morin served under the direction of the Administrative 
Assistant on various resource projects in all phases of town government. Mr. 
Daniel D’ Alio served as maintenance assistant to the Water Department. We 
commend all three students on their productive and successful internship. 
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The CETA program continues to be an effective tool in addressing the em- 
ployment needs of the Blackstone Valley. During the past year the program has 
expanded in scope in an effort to provide a wider base of social services. Select- 
man Hayes, as the Chief Executive Officer of the program, continues to handle 
the administrative functions and policy decisions in a highly professional manner. 
His direction and the support of the CETA staff should be commended for their 
efforts in meeting the social needs of the ten town area. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of the Town departments and 
offices for the cooperation they have given the Board in 1976. We especially 
want to express our gratitude to all residents of Hopedale for their continued 
support and assistance. We welcome suggestions and comments from our fellow 
residents regarding the administration of the community in an effort to continue 
to improve our service to the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


For the past year this office has had the services of Miss Mary Ann Gala as a 
secretary under the CETA program. This has enabled our office to be open all day 
long providing full services to the Citizens of Hopedale. Unfortunately, her app- 
ointment has expired and she cannot be reappointed under the rules. She was a 
dedicated worker and her friendly disposition will be missed by all who came into 
contact with her. 


The Town Clerk has official custody of all Town records and is the only 
person who can affix the Town seal and certify to any Town Record. In add- 
ition, the issuance of all State hunting and fishing licenses is our job, as well as 
marriage licenses, dog licenses, gasoline storage licenses and many other minor 
types of permits. All meeting reports must be filed with this office and posted by 
us, otherwise, the meeting is invalid. Every year at various times we have a great 
many requests for birth certificates for children entering school, for graduates 
attending state colleges who need residency certificates, and during the year, from 
all over the country, requests from natives who have reached retirement age and 
require copies of their birth certificates. In this connection, there are a few 
volumes of our birth records badly in need of rebinding and I intend to request 
funds to accomplish this purpose. It would also be worthwhile to microfilm all of 
our Town records and store them in a bank vault. The possibility of fire is 
always with us and I seriously doubt the capacity of our present vault to withstand 
prolonged fire damage. 


Our vital statistics, shown below, continue to reflect the nationwide 
negative birth trend with deaths far exceeding births. 


I thank all other Town officials and employees for their cooperation with 
this office.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 

As in the past, dating back to my first appointment as Town Counsel in 
1972, the most important ongoing project is still the takeover of the former 
Draper sewer system by the Town of Hopedale. While all of the paper work 
between the Town and Rockwell International was long ago completed, we are 
still dealing with the monumental bureaucratic structure concieved by the 
government to “assist” cities and towns in this basic enterprise. Almost every 
time we appear to be at the journey’s end, we are faced with a new regulation, 
a new bureau, a new planning requirement or a new objection to some past pro- 
cedure. One would almost get the impression that these government officials 
are purposely complicating matters in order to stretch their positions out into 
infinity, or at least to retirement age. The Townspeople owe a debt of gratitude 
to their Sewer Commissioners and Mr. Bernard Stock, Administrative Assistant 
to the Selectmen, for their untiring patience and willingness to go anywhere, 
to meet with anyone and to discuss any regulation in order to bring this 
matter to a close. 


Again this year, we appealed the State Commission valuation of the Town 
of Hopedale to the Appellate Tax Commission on the grounds that their figure 
of $52,515.00 was excessive. After a series of hearings and conferences both 
with the Appellate Tax Board and the full State Commission a decision was 
entered by the Appellate Tax Board reducing our equalized valuation to 
$44,303,000. This was a substantial reduction and should enable us to retain 
our favorable position in the distribution of the state aid funds which are 
based upon the equalized valuation. My appreciation for their expert services 
is extended to the members of the Board of Assessors, Robert S. Phillips, Jr. 
and Charles Cox who attended the hearings and were instrumental in providing 
data to refute the position of the State Tax Commission. A sad note to these 
proceedings is that the Chairman Alfred A. Norman suffered a serious illness 
just prior to the hearings and was unable to participate at all. His condition is 
such that he is retiring this year after many years of dedicated service to the Town. 
He will be difficult to replace. 


There is just one Zoning Appeal case pending the Superior Court at 
Worcester. This is the only litigation outstanding against the Town. 


I thank all Town Officials and employees for their generous cooperation 
with this office. The years ahead with the pending sale by Rockwell of almost 
a quarter of the Town’s area will severely tax the resources of these Boards, many 
of whom received little or no salary for their work.

ANNUAL MEETING 


May 3, 1976 


Town Clerk Robert S. Phillips read the warrant and the return and ona 
motion by Richard T. Moore, seconded by Robert M. Phillips, it was voted to 
dispense with the further reading of the warrant. 


The meeting opened with the playing of the National Anthem and a Pledge 
of Allegiance to the flag by the entire assembly. 


Bicentennial Commission Members, Douglas Woodburn, Howard Weaver, 
and Robert E. Barrows attired in colonial costumes mounted the podium and read 
sections of a proclamation issued by the Great and General Court of the Colony 
of Massachusetts Bay, in the House of Representatives on January 23, 1776. 


The above ceremony marked the official opening of the Towns 
Bicentennial celebration of its 200th Anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence. 


Town Moderator Edwin A. Howard read the following Resolution which 
was unanimously adopted at the Town Meeting. 


MEMORIAL RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, ANTHONY D. PERRY served the people of Hopedale for 
eleven years as Town Treasurer, and 

WHEREAS, _ the Town has been saddened by his sudden and untimely 
death, and 

WHEREAS, HE has distinguished himself as an effective and dedicated 
public official, contributing freely of his time and know- 
ledge in the affairs of this Community, and 

WHEREAS, _ HIS skill as a financial manager has contributed 
significantly to the economic well being of the Town; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this TOWN MEETING 
adopt this Memorial Resolution and that a copy of this 
Resolution be printed in our next Annual Town Report; 
and; 

THAT IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED that we stand in a moment of 
silence and prayer to his memory. 
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Action on the Warrant followed. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to hear and act upon a Local Aid 
Resolution, the report of the Selectmen, and any other officers, departments and 
committees of said Town. 


On a motion by Selectman Richard T. Moore it was unanimously 


Voted: To unanimously adopt the following Local Aid Resolution and a 
report of the Selectmen and other Town officers as printed in the Town Report. 
LOCAL AID RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Hopedale and all other cities and towns of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts have been under increasing fiscal pressures 
due to inflation, lack of economic growth, and the costs of 
state-mandated programs; and 

WHEREAS, _ the Governor’s proposed “Level-funded” local aid budget for 
Fiscal Year 1977 actually results in a reduction of local aid to 
which Hopedale is legally entitled since local aid entitlement 
last year was funded at eighty seven per cent and the funding 
proposed for this year is only sixty seven per cent of entitle- 
ment; and 

WHEREAS, _ the people of Hopedale recognize the serious fiscal problems 
facing the state, we also recognize that it cannot be a satis- 
factory solution for the state to resolve its budgetary either by 
reducing local aid commitments or shifting human service 
expenditures; and 

WHEREAS local aid is an essential and necessary corollary to state man- 
dated programs and an inducement for state-encouraged 
expenditures; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT the people of Hopedale 
assembled in Town Meeting held on Monday, May 3, 1976 
do hereby call upon their representatives in the General Court 
to support funding of local aid reimbursements at the full 
amount of statutory entitlement in an effort to ease the burden 
of the effect of state-mandated programs on the local property 
tax. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what salary and compensation the Town will allow each 
elected officer for his services. 


Chairman Robert M. Phillips made a motion that the Town set the following 
compensation for each elected officer.

It should be brought to your attention that the daytime response of your 
fire department has decreased to a dangerous level, due to most of the men 
working out of town. Daytime response consists generally of the two or three 
permanent firefighters, six employees who work either at the Highway Depart- 
ment or Park Department and a few call firefighters who work nights or are 
unemployed. Total daytime response averages about 12 to 15 firefighters. 
Nighttime responses average 35 to 40 firefighters. 


The permanent firefighters are working a 56 hour work week (over 9 
weeks) with the eight permanent men. Two shifts consist of three firefighters 
and one shift consists of two firefighters, the minimum required under the 
contract. Because of vacations, sick leave and days guaranteed under collective 
bargaining, for twenty-eight weeks of the year only two permanent firefighters 
are on duty per shift. An effort should be made to have at least three permanent 
firefighters on duty on each shift (52 weeks) to maintain the present insurance 
rating for the Town of Hopedale.

June 6th — Commission participated in Blackstone’s Bicentennial Parade 
and rode on the Little Red Shop float. 


July 1st — Commission attended Blackstone’s Ecumenical Service and 
coffee social to launch 4th of July activities between towns. 


July 2nd — Commission attended Mendon’s Costume Ball. 


July 4th — Our second 4th of July field day. At 2 P.M. the bells at the 
Unitarian Church were rung, as they were across the Nation at that hour. On a 
crisp, sunny day in November we opened the Little Red Shop to the public. It 
is our permanent symbol of the Bicentennial celebration tiles and buttons. 


Now that the Bicentennial is over it will be remembered as the catalyst 
which brought about new feelings of hope, of excitement, of importance, and 
of joy.

REPORT OF BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


Work on reconstructing and improving drainage on Freedom Street, from 
the Mendon Town line to Bancroft Park was completed during 1976. The work 
was accomplished with highway department employees working under force 
account in conjunction with Chapter 90 funds. 


Reconstruction of lower Prospect Street and Hope Street was accom- 
plished and new drainage was installed to eliminate flooding problems. Sidewalk 
work included resurfacing on Adin Street, and Hopedale Street from Adin to 
Mendon Streets. . 


During the summer months, employees of the Highway Department, 
assisted by a crew from the CETA program, cleaned several brooks of trash, 
rubbish and brush. Employees of the department and the workmen from the 
CETA program also regraveled parkland roads and removed stumps from the 
parklands. 


The Board has requested the Board of Selectmen to negotiate with Rock- 
well International officials to acquire two small parcels of land in the Hill and 
Cross Street section of town which could be used to create off-street parking 
areas. This would eliminate the parking of cars on sidewalks in that area of 
town, which is extremely narrow. 


The Board notes that a 1967 GMC Dump Truck should be replaced, as 
well as a 1950 leaf picker.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 91st annual report. 


The year 1976 was a year of dramatic change in the Bancroft Memorial 
Library. Although the service to citizens continued as usual, the library staff 
began in March, 1976 to prepare for the retirement of Mrs. Constance L. Clark 
who had served as town librarian for many years. Mrs. Clark retired on June 30 
and was succeeded by Mrs. Maralyn Keay, after an extensive review of many 
applicants by the Board of Trustees. 


Of course, the change in administration brought changes to the Library, 
also. New programs for children and adults were instituted. Story hours were 
begun on a weekly basis in September, 1976 and some adult programs on the 
Metric System and photography were conducted, using community resource 
people as the program leaders. 


The Bancroft Memorial Library also became eligible for a federal grant of 
$5,017.00, which was made available for use in 76-77 in late November of 1976. 
This money will be spent on media equipment and books to implement programs 
for Hopedale citizens during the year 1976-77. 


The Library has initiated expanded use of Central Massachusetts Regional 
Library materials and received $500 worth of reference books under a federal 
grant written by Regional Administrators for the benefit of member libraries. 


There was an increase of 229 new borrowers registered during 1976 and 
the 1976 Summer Reading Club run by Mrs. Marjorie Hate in the children’s 
room had 64 participants registered. 


Of course we had the usual visits from elementary classes and our celebra- 
tion of National Book Week in April and National Children’s Book Week in 
November, which included visits from and to the schools. 


Many gifts of books and subscriptions by local citizens have been added to 
our collection, as well as the usual purchase of new books and periodicals. 


All in all, it has been a very eventful year at the Bancroft Memorial Library, 
and personally a very happy and exciting change for your new librarian.

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REPORT OF THE BLACKSTONE VALLEY VOCATIONAL REGIONAL 
DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In September we started our tenth year of operation with 121 seniors, 151 
juniors, 202 sophomores and 220 freshmen for a total of 694 pupils. The number 
of students from each of the towns was as follows: 74 from Bellingham, 31 from 
Blackstone, 28 from Douglas, 87 from Grafton, 32 from Hopedale, 22 from Men- 
don, 74 from Milford, 101 from Millbury, 14 from Millville, 94 from Northbridge, 
40 from Sutton, 32 from Upton, and 65 from Uxbridge. 


This year, based upon the experience of the previous years, we again decided 
to have all freshmen spend the entire first semester in their assigned department, 
with the understanding that all students who were not sure that they were in the 
right department would be given the opportunity to explore other departments of 
their choice during the second semester. Less than 10% of the freshmen asked to go 
into the exploratory program, which clearly indicates that the vast majority of them 
were satisfied with their original choice. 


The Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School has just 
concluded its tenth year of successful operation. We continue to offer many differ- 
ent services to the member towns as well as to the citizens of our region. In addition 
we have provided direct educational services for the following: 


1. 694 freshmen, sophomore, junior, and senior students in the day 
program. 


2. 556 men and women in the first session of the Evening Adult 
Trade Program. 


3. 514 men and women in the second session of the Evening Adult 
Trade Program. 


In addition, plans were completed to enroll 72 new students in our Optional 
Vocational Education Program in September 1976. 


Thus we have offered a large number of people the opportunity to further 
their education and to increase their vocational skills. We have used our school to 
maximum advantages by conducting vocational programs from 8:00 A.M. to 9:30 
P.M. five days per week. 


At the close of the 1975-76 fiscal year we feel that the past year was one of 
satisfactory achievement and one in which we continued to maintain the fine 
standards set in previous years. 
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We would like to close our 1975-76 report by expressing sincere gratitude 
for the loyalty and cooperation of the students, staff, and the School Committee, 
who have made the success of the past year possible.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


1976 was an interesting and exciting year for the Hopedale Schools, both 
for what was and for what might have been. Although the year ended with one 
disappointment at the rejection of our application for Public Works funding for 
a new facility, this disappointment did not foreshadow the achievements of the 
previous eleven and one-half months. 


The composition of the School Committee changed in 1976 for the first 
time in three years when Dr. Vincent Arone decided not to seek re-election to 
a fourth term. He was succeeded in March by the election of Diane Markarian. 
During the annual reorganization of the Committee, Vincent Rubeo was succeeded 
as Chairman by David Beard; Attorney David Pagnini was elected Vice-Chairman 
and Superintendent of Schools, Donald Hayes, was again designated Secretary. 
Committee business during the year consumed 11 regular and 10 special meetings. 


Support of the School Committee activities at both the State and National 
levels continued in 1976 with the attendance by four of our School Committee 
members at the Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Association of School Com- 
mittees in Hyannis and by two members at the National School Boards Association 
Annual Conference in Miami Beach. 


Dr. William Fitzgerald was thrice honored this year, first with his selection to 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees’ speakers panel for new school 
committee members in October; secondly by being asked to join the M.A.S.C. Com- 
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mittee to Select A New Executive Secretary for that organization, and thirdly, in 
December, he was named as a panelist to the upcoming National School Boards 
Conference in Houston, the first time a member of our School Committee has 
been so honored. 


State and Federal relations this year continued to be a “mixed bag” of good 
news and bad news. The final results of our appeal of our 1974 State Report cer- 
tified an additional reimbursement of $43 ,338for special education (Chapter 766). 
The best of the good news was the success of the Title X Public Works Adminis- 
tration Grant received by the Selectmen, in which the School Department shared 
benefits. Several major maintenance problems were either corrected or avoided 
by the Title X Project, thus saving thousands of dollars from future budgets. 


The bad news, in addition to the rejection of the Public Works application, 
was the continuation of a propensity by the State Department of Education for 
mandating programs while reducing revenues. Particularly troublesome were the 
requirements for kindergarten lunches, breakfast programs, and Chapter 70 State 
Aid reductions at the state level and the unemployment compensation legislation 
at the federal level. 


The systemwide curriculum development activity continued throughout 
1976 with several significant proposals reaching the School Committee for con- 
sideration. Two new course offerings were approved for the English Department, 
eight new courses for the Social Studies Department, and the conversion of the 
elementary foreign language program to Spanish were among the major curriculum 
changes. In addition, the Guidance Department at the High School was reorganized 
to provide broader coverage for mandated programs in Special Education and 
Career/Occupational Programs. The reading program was reorganized to include 
K — 12 programs under single supervision, and Minimum Level of Competency 
standards were approved for English. All of these were accomplished within exist- 
ing budgets and no new funds were needed. 


The above program improvements, added to the previous years’ achievements, 
aided our efforts at maintaining our accreditation for the Junior-Senior High School. 
We were rewarded in the Fall with a five-year extension of our approval by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 


1976 saw the retirement from the staff of the Hopedale Schools of Mary 
Perry and Jacqueline Gadoury. Mrs. Perry had served the children and people of 
our town as Physical Education teacher and coach of girls’ sports for nineteen of 
her twenty-five years in education. Miss Gadoury had for six years taught foreign 
language in the elementary schools program which she had helped to develop and 
maintain during her years of service. 


A letter was received from Representatives of Rockwell International early 
in the year, which indicated a desire on their part to terminate the provision of 
heat to the Dutcher Street School and other town buildings. This in turn caused 


re: 


the Committee to initiate an engineering study of Dutcher Street School to assist 
them in reaching a determination on the best course of action. The engineering 
survey determined that in addition to the cost of providing heat, the Committee 
faced several major renovation issues if they intended to continue the use of 
Dutcher Street School over a protracted period of time. Major structural weak- 
nesses were uncovered. Requirements for major code work, repair and upgrading 
of standards of plumbing and electrical systems within the building would have to 
accompany any investment to provide heat. It would also be necessary to do some 
cosmetic renovation. 


It was felt that the total cost of the project was unwarranted in terms of the 
facility’s capability to support the desired educational program, and that at this 
time, it seemed in the best interest to move towards the cessation of use of that 
facility at the earliest practical time. Based upon the potential for funding from 
Federal sources, the School Committee then decided to seek replacement facilities 
for Dutcher Street School as well as expanded recreational facilities through the 
Public Works Project Application. 


With the rejection of that application, however, the Committee, as the year 
ended, was reviewing the alternatives that are open to them and is studying the 
long-range projections for the need for that school space as well as the projections 
for their capability for providing alternate school space for that portion of the 
educational program. 


As we closed the door on 1976, we look ahead with both anticipation and 
apprehension. Uncertain economic trends coupled with rapidly spiraling costs of 
education are factors that will need to be closely watched in the future, particular- 
ly with the continued decline in the student population. At the same time, we are 
confident of our ability to provide a sound education for the students of Hopedale 
on a cost effective basis, and we are excited by the challenge that the future por- 
tends.

In accordance with Chapter 1166 of the Acts of 1973 and amended by 
Chapter 179 of the Acts of 1974, M.G.L., the Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men designated Selectman Richard T. Moore to represent Hopedale on this Board 
which serves as a budget review agency for the County. Since the county budgets 
are financed through assessments on the cities and towns of each county and, 
thereby, funded by the property tax, local oversight of the budgeting process can 
increase local understanding of county finances and may help to hold the line on 
property tax increases. 


Several meetings were held with the County Commissioners to review the 
proposed Worcester County Budget for Fiscal Year 1977. It was the unanimous 
opinion of the Advisory Board that no new positions or reclassifications should 
be permitted with the exception of eight new guards at the House of Correction 
to insure adequate security for public safety. The Board recommended cuts in 
Budget of approximately $1 million. 


Your delegate from Hopedale serves as the Chairman of the Advisory Board. 
This position also includes participation on the Board’s Budget Committee meet- 
ing with the county departments to review budget requests.

In a report of the Council For Northeast Economic Action entitled, The 
Way Back To Prosperity the report states — “In a survey conducted in 1971 by 
the Census Bureau for the Economic Development Administration, executives of 
industrial firms were asked to rank the factors affecting their decisions to locate 
in particular areas. The results were somewhat surprising; the availability of waste 
water treatment facilities ranked as the number one factor influencing industrial 
locational choices.” 


Given the fact that Rockwell International-Draper Division is presently 
divesting itself of land holdings in Hopedale, a portion of which is zoned for 
industrial use, and given the fact that we need to balance residential growth 
with new industrial growth, the continued progress on the construction of a 
new waste water treatment plant is extremely important. Your Sewer Com- 
missioners will continue to work toward that goal. 


We are pleased to report that 30 homes on DeLuca Road have been tied 
into the Hopedale system. Domestic wastes play an important role in balancing 
the need for advanced treatment of industrial wastes. In the future, sewer line 
extensions will be engineered in similar fashion, to achieve the most economical 
means possible. We look forward to the continued cooperation we have enjoyed 
with the Milford Sewer Commissioners. 


We also look forward to the support of the residents of Hopedale as we 
proceed to the construction of a new waste water treatment plant.

This past year has seen the Little Red Shop finally become the property of 
the town, through the combined efforts of the Board of Selectmen, the Bicenten- 
nial Commission and this Commission. 


The Historical Commission members were also members of the Bicentennial 
Commission: in this way we participated in the opening of the Little Red Shop for 
its first public inspection in late 1976. We all thank those who paid us a visit that 
day and hope you will do so from time to time as we enlarge and improve the dis- 


plays. 
The commission has received as a gift from the Bicentennial Commission, a 


self-contained audio/slide projector which will be used at the Little Red Shop to 
make a more comprehensive presentation of Hopedale.

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REPORT OF DOG OFFICER 


Notices were hand delivered to 123 delinquent dog owners who had not 
licensed their animals within the allotted time. 


As a result of the notices, a total of 500 dogs are now licensed. I investigated 
two reports of dogs having been shot. One person was taken to court by police in 
one of the shootings and restitution for expenses are being made. 


Over the 12 month period, I responded to 83 complaints. Of this amount 
42 were the result of dogs strewing rubbish about streets, after tearing open plastic 
rubbish bags and tipping rubbish cans over. A few complaints were also received of 
dogs molesting children on their way to school and in recreation areas. 


Seven locally owned dogs, and nine stray dogs were killed on the highways of 
the town. I disposed of same. 


In the spring, an unused guard house was purchased by the town at a cost of 
$125. This building was relocated at the town’s sewerage treatment plant and 
utilizing CETA help, was converted into a shelter for stray dogs. 


A van-type vehicle, which is surplus equipment and which was formerly used 
by the fire and school departments has been assigned to me for use in work con- 
nected with the post of dog officer.

REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT ADMINISTRATOR 


The Board of Water Commissioners in in receipt of a final draft from Weston 
& Sampson Engineers presenting a proposal on the feasibility of Hopedale Pond as 
a water supply. In the face of unpredictable growth as a result of Rockwell Inter- 
national land sales, the report will require considerable investigation. In that regard, 
state officials have been contacted to assist the Town in exploring all possible al- 
ternatives. In addition, a request has been made to Congressman Early to urge the 
appropriate federal agencies to work with state and local officials in developing 
water conservation standards as well as additional water supply. 


Conservation of water supplies is nothing new to the residents of Hopedale. 
For the most part, water consumption statistics verify the cooperative effort made 
by residents in adhering to the annual water ban. Since the ban itself is of a volun- 
tary nature it does necessitate the need to commend those residents who have ex- 
hibited a willingness to reduce their consumption. 


The Milford Water Company has advised your Water Commissioners of a 
request being made to the Department of Public Utilities for an estimated 12% 
increase in their present water rates. Should a rate increase be approved for the 
Milford Water Company, the present rates for the Town of Hopedale will also be 
increased. 


Maintenance activities in the department increased during the latter part of 
1976. Extreme weather conditions resulted in services being frozen and breaks to 
some main lines. It’s expected that the spring thaw may also necessitate additional 
maintenance by the department. 


The Board of Water Commissioners wish to thank all of the Town depart- 
ments and offices for the cooperation they have given the department in 1976.
